If 
you have plenty of skim milk it is 
not necessary to buy any calf meal. 
I will suggest to feed 12 pounds 
per day, or 6 pounds per feed, of 
the skim milk if you have plenty; 
if not they can do on 8 pounds per 
day. 
Feed one-half pint of shelled 
corn per feed or one pine per day 
if you have this on hand. 
Let 
pour calf have access to plenty of 
grass and fresh water at all times, 
also keep salt where they can get 
it at will. 
If you have only three 
pounds of skim milk per feed, or 
six pounds per day, feed one-half 
feed of calf meal as given in the 
directions. 
If you have only two 
pounds of milk per feed, or four 
pounds per day, feed two-thirds of 
a feed of calf meal per feed. 
Don’t try to replace 
the 
corn 
with 
skim 
milk.

corn is 
necessary to supply 
the fat taken 
out by separation.

Failure to do so
